••My plans,” said Mr. Booth, “depend 
ho 
ntlrelv upon the condition of m y wife that I 
,ny be said to have no plans. 
All the work 
mt I lmve done since leaving; New York has 
wessarily been clouded by Mrs. Booth’s 
opeless Illness. It is impossible to say 
hether I shall go back to England or remain 
i this country, but the treatm ent I have re- 
ilved over there has been so uniform ly kind 
¡at I naturally feal a desire to return. 
The 
ttitude of the public, the press and the Ura- 
iatie profession toward Am erican actors is 
try gratifying. The company which Irving 
us gathered about him is an excellent one, 
ml Irving himself is certainly one of the 
tost popular actors who has ever trod the 
.oitdou stage, lie is iikeu not only as au ae 
)i, but as a man. The London public are 
taking an idol of him.” 
"Is there any probability of his coining to 
ils country next autumn as was rum ored at 
ne time?” asked the reporter. 
“Xot the slightest. He may come possibly 
i 1833, but even that is doubtful. 
Why 
iiould he want to leave London? He is mak 
ig a princely income, is courted by the aris- 
xracy, can play or not play, ju st as it suits 
ini. He is not the man to care about mak- 
uf a few dollars, which as a rule is the only 
Klucement which draws European artists to 
iis country. Mr. Me Vicker will tell you 
iat no more popular actor than Irving ever 
ved."

Whiti House Scanea.

The scene at the W hite H ouse was on the 
day ot the attempted assassination, beyond 
description. The ponderous iron gates of the 
grounds were closed, and three stalwart mem­ 
bers of the capitol police force placed on 
guard at each, with orders to adm it none but 
members of the cabinet and relatives of the 
family. Scores of congressmen and senators 
were either tamed aw ay;or compelled to cool 
their heels at the gate until their cards eould 
be carried to the house and an order for ad­ 
mittance sent back. N ew spaper correspond­ 
ents were furnished w ith passes and every 
facility given for obtaining full and correct 
accounts of the affair. 
T he streets outside 
the White House grounds were packed "With 
a tearful crowd, many of whom were clinging 
to the Iron paling, staring at the White House 
with faces full of sym pathy and low voices 
full of tears. As some newspaper man or 
messenger came down th e w alk and through 
the gates, he was seized by the eager crowd 
and plied with questions as to the condition 
of the president, and it was the work of but a 
moment for the man w ho would talk to get a 
thousand listeners. 
T here w ere many ladles 
in the crowd and their deep sympathy with 
the sorely injured president was made plainly 
manifest by the handkerchiefs which sought 
brimming eyes, and th e dry, gulping sobs 
with which strong m en cleared their throats 
before venturing to ask a question. As the 
departments closed the crowd was swelled 
to enormous proportions by the clerks, and 
from the squad of m arines which patrolled 
the White House yard a detail of sentries 
was made to clear the sidewalks for carriages 
and pedestrians. W ithin the White House 
the scene was indeed a «ad ono. Toward 
noon the strict rule w hich had boeu observed 
toward callers was relaxed and many con 
gressmen and intim ate friends were admitted 
and given passes to go and come as they 
pleased, and the corridors and .stairs and 
offices were filled w ith an anxious, sad-eyed 
• crowd of distinguished m en. In the cabinet 
room and the president’s private office sat 
the members of the cabinet who had gathered 
at the first news of the assassination. In the 
president’s private office Secretary Blaine sat 
with a sad face, but cool, collected and ready 
to direct any necessary m ovem ent As he 
moved around and conversed with Bis brother 
cabinet officers, or aw aited w ith anxiety each 
20-mIuutc bulletin, w hich th e corps of physi­ 
cians sent out, th e pow er and strength of 
•character of tho -man became 
apparent, 


and 
Instinctively 
every person 
turned 
to him for advice and suggestion, while 
the words, “My 
poor 
President,” that 
fell from his lips, showed that the broad 
heart felt as if a brother lay at death's door, 
and was wrung with anguish therefor. Up 
and down the rooms, chewing a cigar, paced 
Robert Lincoln, secretary bf war, and, on 
pausing to relieve the overburdened secreta­ 
ries by making gome inquiry, again relapsed 
into thought, and, gazing ddwn the placid 
Potomac witii misty eyes, as his memory 
went back some sixteen years to the time 
one nearer than this came Into the White 
House the victim of an assassin’s pistol, bu' 
cold In death. On a deep window seat, at­ 
tempting to read, sat Secretary Kirkwood, his 
plain practical face flushed with suppressed 
grief and his thin, gray liair trembled in his 
efforts to appear calm. 
Wayne MacVeagh 
sat at the table writing, his calm, stoical de­ 
meanor covering the anxiety and sorrow 
which cropped out of his eyes and Into the 
tones of his voice as he twitched his mous­ 
tache and answered some inquiry, Secretary 
Windom sat conversing w ith General Sher­ 
man, and Secretary H unt walked from one 
room to another nervously, asking questions 
and tendering suggestions, with an effort 
to 
appear 
calm 
and 
collected. 
But 
the 
great, 
tender, womanly 
heart 
of 
Gen. James seemed to have a load greater 
titan it could bear. To him was delegated 
much of the work of answering telegrams 
and Inquiries, and, already the; favorite of the 
correspondents among the cabinet officers, he 
was called upon almost constantly by them 
for Information. To every person he gave 
the brightest side of the case, and it seemed 
impossible to him to think that the president 
should die. When some correspondent of 
the crowd around him would speak of the un­ 
favorable reports, 
the 
postmaster-general 
would turn to him, grasp him by tho hand 
and in an agonized tone, “Oh, don’t say that; 
let us look at it in the beet light,” and the 
handsome face would flush, the eyes suffuse 
with tears, and the postmaster-general would 
turn away, the picture of grief. His private 
secretary', Brown, 
although 
overwhelmed 
with grief for the man whose relations to him 
have been of the most intimate and affection­ 
ate character, was engaged in managing- the 
large number of visitors, answering innum­ 
erable questions, furnishing passes, replying 
to telegrams and watching the president’s 
condition. A11 work in the executive office 
was suspended, and the clerks and secretaries 
wandered through the rooms or sat at their 
desks grief-stricken. A t no jn telegrams of 
anxiety and sympathy began to pour in, and 
ail the afternoon the White House wires were 
kept busy with three operators at the keys. 


Taking Off the 8hoea. 


In Syria people never take off ther turbans 
when entering a house or visiting a friend, 
but they always leave their shoes at the door. 
Thee reason is, their fieors are covered with 
clean mats and rugs, and In Moslem houses the 
men kneel on the rugs to pray, and press 
their foreheads on the floors: so thai.it.would 
dirty shoes and s&ll the sijada on which they 
kneel to pray. They have no foot-mats or 
scrapers, and It is much simpler and cheaper to 
leave the shoes, dirt and all, at the door. 
* 


It is very curious to go into the Syrian 
school-houses and see the piles of shoes at 
the door. There are new, bright red shoes, 
and old tattered Blioes and kob-kobs, and 
black shoes and sometimes yellow shoes. The 
kob-kobs are wooden clogs, made to raise the 
feet out of the mud and water, having a little 
strap over the toe to keep it on the foot. Yon 
will often see little boys and girls running 
down steps and paved streets on these dan­ 
gerous kob-kobs. 
Sometimes they slip and 
then down they go on their noses, kob-kobs 
fly off and go rattling over the stones, and lit­ 
tle Ali or Yusei, or whatever his name Is, 
begins to shout, ‘‘Ya imme! Yo immel” (Oh, 
my mother!) and cries just like the chil­ 
dren in other countries. 
But the funniest 
part is to see the boys when they come out of 
school and try to find their shoes. There will 
be fifty boys and of course, a hundred shoes 
all mixed together in one pilo. 
When school 
is out, the boys make a rush for the door. 
Then comes the tug of war. 
A dozen boys 
are standing and shuffling on the piles of 
shoes, looking down, kicking away the other 
shoes, running their toes into their own, 
stumbling over the kob-kobs,and then making 
a dash to get out of the crowd. Sometimes 
shins will be kicked, and hair pulled and tar- 
boshes thrown off, and a great Bcreaming fol­ 
low which will only cease when the teacher 
co m es with “Asia” or a stick and quells the 
riot. That pile of shoes will have to answer 
for a good many school-boy fights and bruised 
noses and bard feelings In Syria. You will 
wonder how they will tell their owu shoes. 
So do I. And the boys often wear off each 
other’s shoes by mistake or on purpose, and 
then you see Selim running with one shoe on 
and one of Ibrahim’s in his hand, shouting 
and cursing Ibrahim’s father and grandfather, 
until he gets back his lost property.

V isito rs a t the hotel had 
left instructions to be called as soon as the 
summons of the presid en t’s death was an­ 
nounced. All were restless and anxious, and 
there were many gloomy forebodings for the 
morrow. 


They knew that a crisis had arrived, and -i 
nation’s hope was in the balance. 


The night wore away, an d morning found a 
decided improvement. 
T h e announcement at 
8:30 a. m., that no fu rth e r bulletins would be 
issued until ! p. in., unless th e president was 
worse, set the people still fu rth e r at rest, and 
the streets were com paratively quiet until 
that hour. 
The-terrible h e a t which prevails 
here keeps the hot asp h altu m pavement at a 
boiling-point all the tim e, a n d it is wonderful 
how the people have endured it; yet they 
stand hour after hour a t th e bulletin boards 
and in front of the E xecutive mansion, anx­ 
ious for the least word o r sign concerning the 
president’s condition. 
T he'crow d around the 
gates this morning was less than formerly, 
and the 
sentry 
pacing his beat on the 
pavement was but little disturbed, 
A squad 
of United States soldiers are encamped on 
the lawn just wichin th e no rth gate of the 
White House, and here th ey eat and sleep, re­ 
lieving each other at stated ^intervals, doing 
guard duty. It is the only sign of military to 
be seen, and It Is a seanty one at that. All 
else Is peaceful and quiet. 
T he carriage way 
Is kept continually m oist and the vehicles 
roll up to the door w ith o u t sound. The cov­ 
ered entrance and lobby w ithin are generally 
filled with people, m any o f whom are report­ 
ers, who are chatting an d quizzing all comers 
and goers for news. 
M any are smoking, and 
all are talking. 
You h an d your card to an 
usher at an inner door, w ho sends it up stairs 
to the Secretary, and If he w ill see you, sends 
you word. You are th en conducted up two 
flights of stairs Into an ante-room , the door of 
which is also guarded. 
T h e ante-room has 
been divided Into tw o ap artm en ts by a series i 
of Japinese serenes b eh in d w hich the click of 
the telegraph instrum ent tells you of the pres­ 
ence of the Associated P ress agent. 
Your 
usher gives your nam e to th e m an at the door 
who checks it off and you are admitted to Mr. 
Private Secretary B row n’s private office. It 
is a general reception room . 
Mr. Brown is 
sitting at a desk betw een twohigh windows, 
overlooking the 
so uthern 
portion of the 
grounds—a broad expanse of velvety turf, 
dotted here and there w ith a bank of foliage, 
are a plat of many-colored flowers. 


The broad Potom ac sw eeps majestically 
past a mile distant. 
T h e room is filled with 
senators, judges, foreign ambassadors and 
congressmen; a door to the right leads into 
the cabinet room, th e m em bers of which sit 
grouped about in p ain fu l silence. The sun 
was shining brightly th is m orning when I en­ 
tered the White H ouse grounds, and u cool 
breeze was playing am ong the tree tops, 
causing them to nod cheerfully to all comers. 
The sentries paced th e ir beats with a quicker 
step, and the very flowers on the lawn seemed 
to gain new life and b eau ty from the good 
tidings on the bulletins.

Here Is a bust of Horace, and another path 
confronts us with old Pan in antique marble, 
the fit deity of these verdant cloisters; beyond 
which again Is a wall of carefully-trimmed 
views, with busts of Horace, Miecenas and 
Virgil. Coming out of the darkness of some 
old pollards, which are so dense that caves 
have been formed in them, we enter a large 
flower garden, bounded by a trellis increscent 
shape, within which the late Lord Lytton 
erected a shaft of polished granite to the 
memory of his mother. 
He was a man of 
strong affections, and the dog which was his 
devoted companion is buried In a quiet cor- 
'ffl- of the garden with a commemorative 
pedestal over the spot. 
Beyond the open 
flower-beds in front of the terrace the garden 
Is divided Into chambers of shrubbery, each 
chamber with some distinct characteristic,and 
through the partition wails are occasional cir­ 
cular openings, which reveal the larger beau­ 
ty of the park beyond, 


The park is not in this Instance a fanciful 
appellation bestowed on a few acres. 
It is a 
genuine thing, a spacious domain, with ma­ 
jestic avenues of chestnuts that are almost 
equal to those at Hampton Court, and massive 
oaks whereon the mistletoe flourishes like a 
dwarf tree itself, and in the russet bracken 
there are many deer, that stare shyly, but 
without precipitate alarm, at any intruder. 
To the north of the house is a lake, on the 
farther side of which is a fishing cottage, built 
iu the old English style of panels in dark 
wood inclosing piaster work. 
This cottage, 
behind which is a wood, is partly sheltered 
by some Scotch firs planted when Charles II. 
was restored to the throne of England, and 
It contained three rooms, one of which was 
used by the late lord when he desired com­ 
plete privacy for his literary work. 


CUKI0U8 ANTIQUE DECORATION’S. 


In our Inspection of the park and garden 
we can see the reflection of au opulent dispo­ 
sition leaning to a florid and even demonstra­ 
tive sort of beauty, and in the house thnre 
are innumerable evidences of a passionate 
fondness for feudal and hereditary splendors.

Knebworth H all is one of the most pictur­ 
esque in England— the Ideal hall of a romance, 
and, aside from its beauty and princely di­ 
mensions, it has an interest, which all can 
appreciate, as the hom e of the author of that 
brilliant series of novels, poems and plays, 
which began w ith “Pelham ” and ended with 
“The Parisians.”* 
T he late Lord Lytton was 
not less attached to It than Scott was to Ab­ 
botsford, and m ost o f his works were written 
in it. 


It stands in a magnificent park on the sum­ 
mit of a ridge, about three miles from the vil­ 
lage, and the approach is by a narrow, wind­ 
ing lane grooved deep between the high hedge­ 
rows which lead up under au arch of foliage 
to the eastern entrance. 
Knebworth literally 
means the “E state of Knebba,” who was a 
Saxon chieftain, and the present building oc­ 
cupies the site o f a fortress which existed 
prior to the Norm an invasion. 
Until com­ 
paratively recent yea2« it formed a quadrangle, 
part of which w as five hundred years old; but 
the previous occupant to the late Lord Lit­ 
ton (Mrs. Balwer-JLytton) lived alono in the 
house, and finding a source of gloom in its 
immense and unnecessary size she had three 
sides of the quadrangle pulled down, retaining 
only the section buHt in Henry VIII.’s tiriie. 
This lady w as a good deal of a utilitarian^ if 
not a positive vandal. 
The demolition of the 
earlier parts w as justifiable, perhaps, as tliay 
were in a ruinous condition, and the western 
side, which she preserved was amply large 
and of the greatest beauty; but she white­ 
washed som e o f the oak wainscoting vhlch 
centuries had been toning, and she seal«! up 
a grand old fireplace with plaster, whiciif has 
only been picked out of the rich carving sur­ 
rounding th e hearth with much dlffiwty. 
Her successor, w ith reverential pride in liia

large double-handed swords. 
Thence we 
pass through a screen draped with Venetian 
hangings of the seventeenth century into the 
banqueting hall, an apartment of magnificent 
dimensions, and one of the finest in the 
house. The celling is of the date of Henry 
VII., having been part of the original build­ 
ing, and beneath it are hung those banners 
which record the battles in which the Lyttons 
have borne arms from Hastings to Alma. 


KELIC9 OF TRAVEL. 


At the western end of the entrance hail is 
the library, well stocked with books, each of 
which has the enhanced value of having done 
the late lord some service; and among the 
other objects in the same room are two bronze 
candelabra, inlaid with silver, which were 
dug up in Apulia on the site of the palace of 
Joan, queen of Naples, and are about 1,700 
years old. The decorations of tiie iibrary are 
of the reign of Henry VII., and the shields in 
the windows contain the arms of the families 
connected with Sir Rowland de Lytton—the 
Weylands, the Burtmvilles and the Strattons. 
* * * The antique and the modem, bric-a- 
brac, ceremics, tapestries, bronzes, mosaics, 
wondrously carved and inlaid cabinets, things 
that are heirloonw in the family and objects 
that have been accumulated by the present 
earl and his father iu their travels; the sou­ 
venirs of many countries and many c o u rts; 
two whitened skulls brought by the author of

men—that the spirits lift them through th e 
air by the pins \thich they wear in their nos­ 
trils. The murderer was mueh gratified w hen 
he heard that he was to be shot, a punishm ent 
which would not interfere with the benevo­ 
lent action of the Prophet.

T ake the sunny side of home. 
The home 
is the sunniest side of every great people. 
W ithout devotion to home there can be no de­ 
votion to country. The home is the cradle of 
patriotism ; it is tho fountain of happiness 
not only to individuals, but to nations as well, 
and it is the one spot of earth that should be 
guarded from needless shadows. 
Enough 
m ust come to each, even when most faithfully 
guarded by all the multiplied oilice of love; 
bu t few there are who make their homes 
w hat they could or should be 


Take the sunny side of faith. 'The doubt­ 
ing, distrusting, unbelieving are among the 
m ost unfortunate and pitiable of all classes 
of people. 
Have faith in yourself, in your 
fellows, in your home, in your religion, in 
everything that has capabilities for good. 
Deceit is a prevalent vice, and it will often 
grieve you, but it' is vastly better to mourn 
over disappointment than to allow general 
distrust to make you generally miserable with 
yourself and all about you. We thoughtlessly 
call ours an age of unbelief, but it is not more 
so than the ages of the past. Some lament 
th at the infidel and the scoffer are, bolder and 
have greater following than in what we call 
the better days of our fathers, but it is not 
so. 
Paine. Franklin and Jefferson were men 
of like religious views. They were honored 
as patriots, and two of them made their names 
immortal among the founders of free govern­ 
m ent and one of them doomed his name and 
meniorv to execration for making his boasted 
unbelief a blasphemy. There is to-day, less 
open unbelief than there was a century ago, 
and what we have is brought into prominence 
by the freedom of disputation and the univer­ 
sal publicity which obtain iu our times. 


Take the sunny side of religion. The time 
was when to publicly accept the religion of 
our civilization, was to accept public re­ 
proach and often to invite martyrdom. There 
was then no sunny side to religion, save the 
hope of the better life beyond; but in this 
enlightened age, our religion is the common 
law of our state and follows the flag of our 
nation to the remotest region of the world. 
It is so highly respected that men defile it by 
hypocrisy to dignify their positions in socie­ 
ty. 
There is everything, tiierefore, to make 
religion the sunshine of life, but how many 
there are who cloud religion with repulsive 
deformities. There are some who mistake 
dyspepsia for religion, and how horribly they 
rack themselves under the delusion that they 
are, iu some way or other, doing (Jed’s ser­ 
vice. They see sin in every smile, in every 
enjoyment, in every ray of sunshine that 
peeps into the home or the social or business 
circle. 
The sunny, dimple-faced child is 


taught by them to look upon religion as one 
of the mournful things of earth, and to won­ 
der why a merciful God made the worship of 
Himself such a ghastly word. If such peo­ 
ple could worry theii way Into heaven and 
take their religion with them, they would si­ 
lence the song of tho redeemed and the 
pearly gates would have to be guarded w ith 
flaming sword to keep the children of the a n ­ 
gelic throng from playing truant. 


Take the sunny side of death. Sooner or 
later it must come to all, and at the latest it 
is only a few swiftly passing days distant. 
Kings and potentates have no refuge from the 
summons of the dreadful messenger. 
D eath 
is the great leveller of man, and dust to dust 
the heritage of all. Why, then, should we 
shrink from its contemplation? Why banish 
it from our thoughts with a shudder? It Is 
not rational to permit death to shadow our 
lives, nor Is It rational to turn In terror from 
what must as surely come as to-morrow’s 
sun. 
Those who are suddenly chilled day a f­ 
ter day by the thought of death either shad­ 
ow their lives by misdeeds, or reject the phi­ 
losophy that should make every well ordered 
life wait serenely for its end. The rational 
apprehension of the upright man is, not th at 
he may fall too soon in the race, but that he 
may linger too long and outlive everything 
but hope. 


Silver Coin in the United States. 


L ofidon N ew s, May 24. 


Take the United States of America. 
It Is 
an expanding country, rich, bursting w ith 
vigor and prosperity'. The experiment of 
forcing silver into circulation w'as lately tried, 
but was and remains an unequivocal failure. 
“Bland” dollars were coined out of silver, 
and the hope was that the people would ac­ 
cept indifferently sixteen of these dollars or 
one gold. But the people knew one dollar 
gold to bn worth more than sixteen ef silver 
and refused. There was a great deal In favor 
of the experiment; business was increasing, 
the demand for money was therefore in­ 
creasing also; still the people Insisted on re­ 
ceiving payments in the gold which was be­ 
lieved in, or the greenbacks to which they 
were accustomed. Probably, also, the ques­ 
tion of convenience of carriage and transfer 
—a question the advocates of silver m oney 
always 
underestimate—came up. 
A t any 
rate, there stands the undoubted fact. 
From 
it we know what to expect. Given the choice 
of metals, the American people would take 
gold into 
circulation whenever their in­ 
creasing business required It, aud would leave 
silver in the banks and treasury; and on the 
other hand, when money liad to be shipped to 
Europe in payment of interest on capital and 
other indebtedness, the stocks of silver w ould 
be the only stocks available, all the gold hav­ 
ing gone into circulation. The vaults of the 
bank of England would be filled w ith the 
white and depleted of the yellow metal. T ake 
France. 
in the bank of France are m any 
millions of silver, and in comparison few m il­ 
lions of gold coin—the latter worn, of re­ 
duced weight, and, in short, depreciated al­ 
most as much as silver money. Paym ent be­ 
ing required of France, the bank would not 
ho raflniiwii/) raise its rate of discount as a 
the small stock 01 gold. 
anver couivt 0 0 of­ 
fered in pay'inent of foreign debts under the 
bi-inetallic convention, the payer incurring 
increased charges for shipping silver, as com­ 
pared with such charges for gold. 
T he th e­ 
ory’ is sometimes put forward that silver w ould 
be retained for home circulation, and gold 
would be used for international paym ents. 
In practice, it is but too probable gold w ould 
be kept iu circulation, and silver w ould be 
thought good enough for the foreigner.

W H A T TO TALK ABOUT- 


One of the m ost distinguished gentlemen 
of the cen tu ry h as said that in his whole life 
he had found few people with whom it was.a 
pleasure to converse. 
A nd the criticism was 
not uttered by a m an prone to egotism, but by 
one who had u n u su ally good opportunities of 
judging th e w orld. 
His life wan passed 
among the cu ltu red savants of his age. And 
yet at the end o f a long life he declared that 
but few knew how to talk. 


It is not only th a t a large majority of peo­ 
ple are inclined to use ungrammatical ex­ 
pressions, b u t m any indulge in words alone. 
They leave ideas entirely out of conversation. 
Their expressions are meaningless; and no 
m atter how deep ly one may probe their sen­ 
tences th ere w ill be found nothing Instruct­ 
ive, nothing original in what they have said. 
This habit is contracted years before a man 
or woman e n te rs society. Children are tauglit 
to prattle, and a t the graduating exercises of 
our 
schools, 
and 
even 
colleges, sub­ 
jects are allo tted to those who feel and 
have been tau g h t th at they must write a cer­ 
tain num ber of pages whether they know' any­ 
thing of the su b ject or not. 
The matter un­ 
der discussion often 
proves too big for 
them to m aster. T here is a negligence shown by 
somebody to-day w hen children and beardless 
youths are allow ed to pass over a subject they 
are fam iliar w ith and discuss one of which 
they know n o th in g original and interesting. 
Grand and difficult questions of politics, phil­ 
osophy, a rt and H terata.v, are talked about 
by those w ho do not thoroughly know the 
lirst principles of the qu -sUon they attack. 
This habit grow s upon them until the con­ 
ceited youth from some university will believe 
that he is able to discuss questions of free 
trade and protection, politics and art, with 
those w ho have given the best years of a long 
life to stu d y in g th e subjects minutely and care­ 
fully. 
W h at m om ents of acute pain would 
be saved to th e young reformer when sudden­ 
ly silenced by argum ents founded on fact and 
experience if in his tender years he had not 
been allow ed to w rite and talk on subjects 
before he k n ew them thoroughly. 


Ignorance of a subject will ever render the 
talker u n interesting. 
Tlie best lecturers are 
those w ho can give facts. 
A statement which 
cannot be proved is worthless. A story witli- 
ut a po int is d ull, and a simple How of words 
s tiresom e. 
T h ere is too much trivial talk 
indulged in. 
L et a person sit near a group 
on the piazza of any summer resort; let an 
observer listen lo r a moment to the conversa­ 
tion of the average drawing room, and what 
will be h e ard in the majority of cases but 
feeble atte m p ts at cheap wit and a discussion 
of the p re ttie s t form , the most stylish dress 
and the latest social scandal. A man who in­ 
structs is considered too much of a bore and a 
subject w hich i.T instructive in too often 
buried from sight. 
There is not effort and 
care enough tak en to talk from the abund­ 
ance of one’s knowledge. We too often speak 
before a sk in g if we have any interest in the 
subject, and if we know any thing about 
it 
w hich 
will 
be 
of 
interest 
to 
others. 
O pinions are given thoughtlessly, 
conclusions are arrived at which the facts do 
not w arran t, and for the sake of being agree­ 
able, w e w aste our energies, confuse our 
listeners and help to swejl the throng of the 
great uninteresting. 


W e have 110 doubt every one wishes to be 
considered a good talker. 
But we cannot all 
be w its, and our opinions cannot always be 
agreed to. 
A ll cannot be leaders. 
If all 
were teachers w here would be the students? 
Intellect and intelligence are not equally and 
evenly d istrib u ted . 
But there can be more 
effort m ade to talk sensibly, feelingly, honest­ 
ly and w ith o u t insincerity. 
An hour will 
pass as p leasan tly and as quickly, and vastly 
more to o u r advantage if something is said 
w hich w e shall remember with pleasure, and 
which can b ear analysis. 
It is not the sub­ 
ject, it is th e thought. 
Agassiz could tell us 
enough about the smallest lish to fill us with 
surprise, an d w hen Jonathan Edwards wrote 
about th e sp id er’s web, he told us something 
w orth know ing and remembering. He wrote 
because he knew , and the great naturalist was 
sincere and absorbed. 
Every word he uttered 
m eant som ething. 


W h at w e should talk about then should be 
th at w hich w e know about. 
Study and ob­ 
servation and analysis are needed. 
Im­ 
prom ptu speeches are dangerous. Webster 
m ade som e wonderfully great remarks at 
various public dinners and people said they 
w ere im prom ptu. 
But they were not. 
He 
had th o u g h t for years on some of his subjects 
before speaking. 
Even he, with his great 
m ind did n o t talk without thinking. 
The ar­ 
tist, H u n t, said he drew his picture in a day, 
b u t w o rk ed for years to enable him to do it. 
Both of these ihen, fo’/emost in their day, 
m ade no speech without thought, drew no line 
w ithout s iu u i. 
If there was more thought 
given to 
w h at we said, our morals and 
our in tellect w ould be improved and strength­ 
ened. 


A GROW ING NECESSITY,

life whpn waadertog in tbe solitude ot our 


wooded regions. 
N or are forests simply nec-1 
essary to satisfy otir tastes. 
They are of 
great practical use. 
It is a w ell known fact 
that they bring m oisture and retain it. Un­ 
der their protection tin y springs are born and 
in their solitude great and useful rivers have 
their birth. Trace the course of any noted 
stream and its source w ill be found in some 
shaded and secluded dell am ong the mighty 
trees. .It is startling to th in k of what would 
happen should the.hut suns of summer have 
full access to our springs and mountain 
brooks. 
The consequences w ould bo as seri­ 
ous, in fact more so, th an w e can even imag­ 
ine. 
The whole country w ould be affected, 
and if this wholesale destruction continues 
without an interruption w e m ay suffer more 
injury than from any w ar which might be 
forced upon us.

Once he said his deter- 
mination to kill the president ¡was formed 
iuug uerore ne was ejected, at a-nother time 
he said it was on the Thursday prior to the 
resignation of Conkling and Piatt. 
H e said 
it was long after he had determined to kill 
the president that he was ejected from the 
White House. He was Quick enough to see 
that it would not do to say that the assassina­ 
tion plot was conceived after he was kicked; 
out by the president. 
He said he was no t 
certain whether it was the first or second shot 
that hurt the president.

Agnew and Hamilton, the consulting physi­ 
cians, regarding the president’s condition, are* 
not given out for publication, and that tele­ 
grams purporting to be copies of those sent 
to consulting physicians are prepared for the 
purpose of preventing any undue excitement, 
and consequently do not give the condition o f 
the president as it really appears. These 
theories, is they exist, are entirely , erroneous 
inasmuch as the official bulletins issued, are 
written by the physicians in change, and con­ 
tain the president’s true condition at the time 
they are issued. The same plan is adopted in 
regard to information which is dispatched to 
consulting physicians. In both instances the 
contents are invariably telegraphed to the 
press from the original copies. It is not the 
intention of the attending doctors to express 
any opinion in the bulletins issued, but mere- 
Iy to convey to the public tht patient’s true 
condition from time to time.

Lone Star ranch is beeoming famous as pro­ 
ductive of some very remarkable sheep. 
It 
was on the Lone Star ranch that the wonder­ 
ful three-ply sheep was bom. We refer of 
course to the sheep with three eyes, three 
ears and three tails which was fully described 
in the Ga zette some weeks ago. 
We 
have received advices from our special cor­ 
respondent, Mr. W. W. Cook, whom we have 
engaged as à specialist to keep a scientific 
eye on the peculiar« happenings at the ranch. 
In the course of his letter on the recent phen­ 
omenon, Mr.‘ Cook says: <‘As most of your 
readers probably know1, black wool brings 
from five to $en cents a pound less than the 
corresponding grade of white wool. In order 
to secure the separation of the inferior pro­ 
duct, as our shearing opérations progressed, 
we placed the black sheep in a pen by them­ 
selves. There were thus on last Tuesday 
night, sixty-three black sheep and 
some 
lambs alone in one of the corrals. 


“During the night a coyote entered and 
killed a ewe and two lambs, and we were 
greatly surprised to find in the morning that 
the wool on the remaining sixty-two sheep had 
j turned perfectly white from terror. Happily 
this increase in the value of the wool more 
than balanced the loss of the sheep which 
were killed. 


“The bleaching effects of fear on the hu­ 
man hair is well known, but I have never 
heard any previous instance of its action on 
animals. 


“1 merely state the facts as they occurred, 
and leave to others a practical application of 
them, which will, I doubt not, add thousands 
of dollars to the value of the annual wool 
product of this country.” 


The facts given so succinctly by oar corres­ 
pondent are deserving of especial notice, and 
will no doubt attract much attention upon the 
part of scientists. This case does not prove 
to be merely an isolated one, and should it be 
established that fear of coyotes upon the part 
of black sheep will result in bleaching the 
wool, a valuable discovery will have been 
made, and every ranchman will keep his pri­ 
vate coyote just as shepherd dogs are now 
kept. Howeyer, it occurs to us that it is a 
poor rule that won’t work both ways, and 
should the same fright that turns a. black 
sheep’s wool white also result in turning a 
white sheep’s wool black, there would be a 
loss rather than a gain. Our correspondent 
has neglected to inform us upon this point, 
ana we are tnererore ’ rorcea to postpone vuta 
scientific discussion until, we receive more 
data.

“The prisoner, having recovered from his 
wounds, made a much better appearance than 
he did upon the night of his arrival in Den­ 
ver, and throughout the proceedings of the 
examination maintained a determined com­ 
posure, and did not betray the least concern 
for the probable result, except that he fre­ 
quently conferred with his attorneys for re­ 
butting testimony while the witnesses were 
being cross-questioned, Burton having no w it­ 
ness at all and 110 means of defense. 


“The first and most important witness was 
Mr. J. I‘. McMillan, a traveling salesman for 
the wholesale grocery house of Sprague, War­ 
ner & Co., who wa3 on the stage, and who 
was one of the first men robbed. He brought 
with him the hood which was placed over his 
head and the reflector which the robber used. 
Before the trial began Mr. McMillan said he 
would remember the voice if he ever heard it 
again. 
He was therefore taken secretly into 
the presence of the prisoner and listened 
while he was interrogated by General Cam­ 
eron. 
When he retired from the room he 
said positively that that was the voice of the 
robber, Being placed in the witness chair, 
Mr. McMillan testified as follows: 


“My home is in Colorado Springs. 
On the 
night of June 28, about 8 o’clock, I loft Del 
STorte on the stage for Alamosa. 
The stage 
carried the United States mail. The driver was 
Jimm y. That’s the name by which he is 
known. 
When about eleven or twelve miles 
from Alamosa the 
stage 
was 
suddenly 
stopped, a bright light was thrown in our 
faces, and we were ordered to “hold up.” 
There were on board twelve men besides the 
driver, and one woman. The same man that 
ordered us to hold up said: 


“You are all covered by my men. No false 
moves, and there will be nobody hurt.” 


“I noticed a canvas about six feet long ly­ 
ing parallel with the road, with one side 
raised about three feet, and a man standing 
behind it. I also saw that the light was used 
by means of a reflector. (Here the reflector 
was exhibited.) After calling the coach to a 
halt, he asked us to come down. As there 
was a little hesitation, he said sharply, “You 
don’t want to be too long about it.” I was 
the first to get down. The driver had a watch 
which he was trying to hide, when the robber 
said: 


“ You don’t want to make any false move­ 
ments. Get down.” 


“As I came down I saw a revolver in the 
man’s hand pointing towards ua. 
Jimmy 
said: 


“ For God’s sake, don’t shoot!” 
“We won’t shoot,” said the robber, “unless 
you make some false moves.” 


“As we got down upon the ground he plac­ 
ed a hood over aach of our heads (here one

AN INDUSTRIOUS HEN. 


One of Oolorado’8 Worthy Workers. 


Mrs. Lucy L. Norton writes the Herald the 
following interesting facts concerning an in­ 
dustrious Colorado hen: 
“Our hen Minnie js 
dead, and thereby hangs a history worthy of 
record. She was ot a brood of sixteen 
chickens that were brought out late in Sep­ 
tember in 1872. The hen and chickens were 
kindly donated to us by a neighbor, with 
which to start a stock of poultry on a ranch 
we were just opening. One little chick was 
noticeable from having a heavy crest upon its 
head. 
We at once adopted that as the pet of 
the brood and gave her the name of Minnie. 
From extra care the chickens survived the 
winter and grew finely. The succeeding 
spring, in April, the little top knot, Minnie, 
made her nest and deposited therein nine 
eggs; hatched and raised the chickens from 
the 
entire 
lot. 
Later 
in 
the 
season 
she 
repeated 
the 
same, 
bringing 
out 
again 
nine 
chickens. 
So 
at 
the end of the first year of Minnie's life she 
had raised eighteen of her own kind. 
Each 
succeeding year she was busy with her brood, 
proving herself a most admirable mother hen. 
Early in the season ot the fourth year we 
built a long, low coop, placed Minnie and her 
chicks therein, and added thereto for the next 
three or four weeks, chickens brought out by 
other hens, until there were forty in number; 
there being all sizes, from the wee chick to a 
mouth old, Minnie readily adopting any that 
were put into the coop as her especial charge. 
And the wisdom she displayed in caring for 
them was wonderful; gathering the younger 
ones under her wings, while the larger ones 
nestled as close around her as they could 
gather. When five years old Minnie w’as made 
to do duty in the field among the diminutive 
grasshoppers. A portable coop was made in 
which to confine her at night, and chickens of 
all sizes and ages were again entrusted to her 
care and raising. From an excess of the hop­ 
pers there was little need of scratching, only 
to lead the way to where the insects were 
most numerous. Each morning before being 
released from the coop, it was moved to 
more abundant foraging ground, where she 
was busy the entire day assisting the ranch­ 
man to rid the field of the hateful pests and 
save his crop from ravage, as well as to feed 
her family. Minnie continued her busy life 
until May, 1881, living a period of nearly 
nine years, never failing each year to raise 
her complement of chicks, therein passing a 
life of usefulness, and faithful to kind,worthy 
of emulation.”

Captured by Indians. 


St . L ouis, July 11.—Parties have just ar­ 
rived here from Chihuahua, Mexico, say that 
papers were found in the road near that place 
saying Thomas Pugh was captured by In­ 
dians when they attacked the state some 
forty miles from El Paso several days ago. 
The papers bore these words under promi­ 
nent head lines: 


“TAKE NOTICE. 


The finder of this is entitled to one hun­ 
dred dollars on delivering the same to Mor­ 
mon & Co., Chihuahua. 
I am a prisoner 
among the Indians. 
Do what you can for 
me.” 


Paper is dated at three o’clock in the 
morning. 
It is thought if Mr. Pugh is 
in the hands 
of the 
Victoria Indians 
that he is being 
held as 
hostage or 
for exchange for 
several 
Indians now 
in the hands of the Mexican authorities at 
Chihuahua. 
It wa§ thought that the Mexi­ 
cans would exchange some Indian children 
they hold for Mr. Pugh, but it is doubtful 
whether they would give up adult prisoners. 


THE BODY OK THOMAS K. PUGH FOUND 


S a n ta Fe, New Mexico. July 10.—A spec­ 
ial the New Mexican from El Paso, this morn­ 
ing, states that Lieutenant-Colonel Emilio 
Gellarido, of the Mexican army, returned to­ 
day, with fifty soldiers, from Sunday’s hunt 
after the Apaches. 
He reports officially that 
on the 7th instant, about six leagues south of 
Lucero, he came across the dead bodies of a 
man and woman. 
Captain Jose A. Tornel, 
of the Twenty-sixth battalion, was killed, and 
two servants wounded, but they escaped. 
The Indians burned the carriage and took the 
horses. The people that went from Carrigal 
to bury the body of the stage-driver found 
the supposed body of Thomas Key Pugh, ter­ 
ribly mutilated and shot three times. 


Catting Passenger Bates. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., July 11.—It is offi­ 
cially announced that cutting west bound 
passenger rates has been in progress since 
Friday last. On that day the movement was 
inaugurated by the Boston & Albany and 
has since been joined in by the New York 
Central, tne New York, Lake Erie & Western 
and the Baltimore & Ohio company. The re­ 
duction thus far is $5 on through tickets to 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis. 
The Penn­ 
sylvania railroad company has not yet re­ 
duced its schedule prices, but its officers state 
that unless the agreement to restore former 
tariff is quickly arrived at they will cut rates 
to meet other roads. 
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A fourth of a mile south of the Venango is 
the Burlington, of which I made favorable 
mention last fall. 
It has now about twelve 
inches of ruby ore and is improving with 
every foot of depth gained, and is now one of 
the most promising mines of the camp. 


Near this is the Ivanhoe, the shaft of which 
has been sunk to a depth of forty feet through 
cap rock and is now coining to ore. 


On the opposite side of the creek (Elk) 
rnby. brittle and native silver have been 
reached in the Wilder claim, owned by F. W. 
Campbell, of Colorado Springs, at a depth of 
twenty-five feet. 
The crevice is lour feet be­ 
tween walls; shows a well defined vein and 
every indication of soon becoming a producer 
of rich oros, and ores free from base metals. 
This is the lirsl strike made on the east side 
of the lower part of Elk creek, but. being 011 
the line of the rich ore belt, there was no rea­ 
son for thinking the 
side of the creek, 
courage other' who have locations on the 
same mountain <!o|>c. and is further evidence 
that it i« but necessary, on the ruby belt, to 
ivaeh a -uflicient depth on defined veins to 
find seum^ of rich ore. 


Toward the head of Kik creek much work

done,

A tunnel is 
l>eii!Lr started in tin* Micawber. This is the 
immense galena vein of which 1 have made 
fjvijuent *•!••>*t a n . ! 
whi. h ;!,<- inching 
of the snow nei'esMtated a suspension of 
work in the shall. 
I was lately shown a 
tine .specimen of ruby ore from tin* Beeswax 
mine, .situated between the Micawber and 
the Venango. The mine is said to be looking 
well. 
Below this is the Blind King (we have 
many kings), not jet opened into pay ore, 
but as it shows a well defined vein, and be­ 
ing between the Venango and Beeswax fhe 
owners have reason for the confidence they 
are having in regard to its worth. The vein 
is being opened by a short tunnel near the 
top of the hill, and a tunnel is being run from 
the creek, which will cut the vein at 
of 200 feet. 


All the above, and many more promising 
prospects, some of which are now down to 
ore, are situated on Elk creek. A year ago 
the veins on this creek were thought to be of 
little worth. It now looks as if they would 
be the largest ore producers of the district, 
and much ol' the ore is found to be equal in 
grade to that of any other part of the camp. 


Work has been almost entirely suspended 
on the Forest Queen until hoisting machinery 
is erected. 
The richest ore produced from 
the mine was from the last working, and 
from the greatest depth reached. 


The Kilby King vein is now worked from 
the cross-cut tunnel. The ore there found is 
equal to that taken from the discovery open­ 
ings, and contains from two to three ounces 
gold to the ton, a large increase over that from 
the first opening. 


The Standard company are pushing work 
on the Hopewell lode. 
Some line specimens 
of native and ruby silver are found, but the 
true vein has not yet been reached. 
The 
shaft was started to reach the vein by a verti­ 
cal shaft, at a depth of nearly one hundred 
feet. 
A bill of lumber amounting to 00,000 
feet has been ordered for buildings, and an 
engine will be placed over the shaft as soon 
as it can be done. 


A new shaft has been started in the Ruby 
Chief, from which the rich quantity of ore 
found in other parts of the vein is being ta­ 
ken, and a hoisting engine has been ordered. 


The Durango continues to improve as work 
in-ogresses, and like others show' rapid im­ 
provement as further depth is reached. This 
has been an ore producer for some months 
past. 


Among late arrivals from Colorado Springs 
is Mr. Marsh, who is out in the interest of the 
Little Willie company, whose properties are 
north of this, on Washington gulch, and Col. 
Haynes. Brick Pomeroy, president of tiie 
Standard company, is here looking after the 
interests of his company, and taking notes of 
tin* <-amp in ireneral. 
His report must needs 
he favorable.

healthful. Dogs also go into the creek to 
wash their dirty hides, and men and boys 
soak their old boots 
and 
shoes in the 
crystal waters 
of 
Kuxton’s creek. 
All 
this, and more, is done by parties from tho 
i springs, and if they expedite* matters, they 
reach home in time to drink the water thus 
polluted, and pronounce it good because of 
the vile material it has received through their 
direct influence. 
B ut nothing is said, because 
the parties are from the Springs. 


A few words as regards the camps above 
the water mains. 
Not one of them is within 
two hundred feet of the creek, and even 
then, great caution is exercised to prevent 
any filth from reaching the stream. 
We 
venture to say lhat the water is more befoul­ 
ed by Colorado Springs picnic parlius in one 
day. than in a week by campers.

LIGHTING BY ELECTRICITY. 


Denver Soon to be Brightly Illuminated. 


Denver is soon to be lighted by electricity. 
Four towers from the summits of which the 
electric light is to be displayed are iir process 
of erection. Ten lights will be used at the 
Union depot. The tower light of the depot 
will be placed on an iron rod twenty feet from 
the apex of tho dome. 
The mechanical ar­ 
rangement is such that the rod and surmount­ 
ing lights can be lowered to the top of the 
dome by the simple turning of a wheel. The 
tower will be completed by the 1st 
of 
August. The delay, it is said, was occasioned 
by some dereliction of the contractors. 


Electric lights will be used in the opera 
house during waits and intermission. A num­ 
ber of the company being asked why the 
light was not kept in constant use, said there 
were two good reasons.. The first was that it 
could not be covered at will, and the second 
and more important was that the artists’ 
toilette was inadequate to conceal the freck­ 
les and blemishes of the face under the pene­ 
trating glare of tho light.

gine that will furnish power for the electric 
light machines is now in constant and experi­ 
mental operation. 
It is 250-horse power, 
having but 100-horse power less than the 
Targest engine in the state.

PROTECTING THE FISH. 


Measures Taken to Prevent "Wholesale 
Slaughter. 


The lisli of Colorado seem destined to ex­ 
termination, but it is pleasing to see that 
Commissioner Sisty is making every effort to 
enforce the law. lie has appointed Deputy 
Sheriff Johnson, of Leadville, as assistant 
fish commissioner, and we see by the Herald 
that Mr. Johnson is hard* at work at his du­ 
ties. The Herald says: “As we stated some 
time ago, the duties of the commissioner do 
not cease on the first of July, as, in fact, >t 
really begins then. Although fishing with a 
hook and line is now perfectly legitimate, the 
law is being daily violated by lawless men who 
for the sake of a little ready cash run the risk 
of fine and imprisonment by resorting to 
means which the statutes of the state especi­ 
ally prohibit. The principal means used to 
destroy fish are by giant powder and traps. 
To catch the perpetrators in the former case, 
and obtain evidence sufficient to convict, is 
rather a hard matter unless the commissioner 
arrests the violater directly in the act. In 
this, Commissioner Johnston has been succes- 
ful several times this season, by spotting par­ 
ties who bring fish to town and then shadow­ 
ing them to the scene of their plunder. The 
other method generally resorted to requires 
considerable skill to detect, as in most in­ 
stances the traps are submerged and very- 
close investigation is necessary to ferret out 
their whereabouts. 


“Yesterday afternoon the commissioner left 
this city with the intention of thoroughly in­ 
specting the Arkansas as far as Twin Lakes, 
anil he expects to search the lake shores to­ 
day. If any traps are in either place Com­ 
missioner Johnson will be sure to find them, 
as he has no equal as an expert in this matter.

Johnson yesterday, as deputy fish commis­ 
sioner of the state of Colorado, and thus his 
effort« i., ,<iOteet the lisb and prove that he is 
their friend will not be as limited as formerly, 
but will extend throughout the state.

THE MURDERED ENGINEERS. 


Attacked by Apaches in Ambush—Their 
Fruitless Endeavor to Escape. 


From th e W eekly Now Mexican. 


Last Sunday, the 3d inst, a report was 
brought to El Paso that the Indians had mur­ 
dered live men belonging to the engineer 
corps of the Mexican Central railroad at a 
point fifty miles below here. 


It seems that two Americans and one Mexi­ 
can were traveling south and came across the 
murdered men. 
They immediately turned 
back and came io El Paso, being afraid to 
continue their journey further. 
Upon their 
arrival in El Paso with the sad intelligence, a 
party consisting of five Americans and thirty- 
five Mexican soldiers immediately started out 
to 
bring 
in the bodies or give them 
a 
decent burial. 
Upon arriving upon the scene 
of the light they found that the murdered 
men were Charlie Grew, who lives about 
eight miles from Independence, Kansas; Lar- 
rie Fordham, living near Boston, Mass.; Guy 
Levitt, of Indiana; George Wallace, of Tay- 
lorville, 111.; and Charlie Haines, supposed 
to be from some part of Kansas. The bodies 
were hardly recognizable, having laid in the 
sun since Thursday night or Friday morning, 
and had to be buried where they lay, the s»l- 
diers ju st digging holes beside the bodies, 
rolled them in and covered them over with 
dirt; the bodies being so decomposed and 
torn to pieces by the wolves that they could 
not be handled. 


The supposition is that the boys were driv­ 
ing along in the morning—they usually break­ 
ing camp before sunrise—ami being attacked 
in the rear by the Apaches, they whipped up 
their mules in order to get to a certain moun­ 
tain that would afford them some protection, 
when they were met by another part of the 
same band, who were lying in ambush waiting 
for them to come up. As soon as they were 
within range the Indians began firing and the 
boys jum ped from the wagon, starting on foot 
for the mountain, and were shot down by the 
lndians.only one reaching the mountains, where 
he was killed and lay where lie was shot. 


Charlie Grew was shot and burned up with 
the wagon. 
Farahan, Levitt and Wallace lay 
close together, and Haines reached the side of 
the mountain. 


Considerable excitement is occasioned by 
the non-arrival of the stage from Chihuahua, 
due here last Monday, and fears are enter­ 
tained that it has met the same fate »as the 
one going south from here.

In whatever way we may explain the 
present largely increased activity of ship­ 
building on the Clyde, it certainly indicates 
that ship owners are alive to the requirements 
of the time, and that whenever the expansion 
of trade may call for additional facilities of 
transport, they will be ready on the most ex­ 
tensive scale. When we compare our position 
with that of America on the other hand,where 
the ship-building enterprise that once seemed 
likely to rival that of our own country is ut­ 
terly dead, and with France on the other, 
where attempts are being made by a system of 
bounties to foster a sickly life, we may well 
be proud of our hardy home-bred ship-build­ 
ing enterprise.

THE THEEATEflED CZAR. 


The Rem oval of the Court to the Palace of Peterhof. 


A special dispatch from Berlin to tiie Lon­ 
don Tim es says: "My Russian correspondent 
again favors me with the following interest­ 
ing details as to the recent removal of the 
court from Gatchina to Peterhof. The em­ 
peror. still avoiding the town as much as pos­ 
sible, changed his residence on Thursday from 
tiie « ell guarded Castle of Gatchina to the 
equally well protected Palace of Peterhof. 
The latter, a small port at the mouth of the 
Neva, is reached in about an hour from Gat­ 
china. by going across the connecting branches 
of railway, so as to dispense with the journey 
to town. 
This, therefore, was the route tak­ 
en by the czar, the empress and their court. 
The only account of this transfer of the im­ 
perial state is given in the Golos, which is 
perm itted to have a privileged reporter at the 
im perial headquarters, for the purpose, it 
would '<‘om, of putting matters in as rosy a 
light as possible and of allaying the fears 
entertained for the safety of the imperial par­ 
ty. 
T his arrangement for the Golos, while 
giving it a decided monopoly for the moment 
over its contemporaries in court ceremonies, 
does not always give it just those details in 
which readers are most interested, for news­ 
paper descriptions of court affairs must be 
em inently judicious. 


fc-There is still, however, something to be 
learned from the published account. 
Two 
squadrons of Life guards lined both sides of 
tne short road to the Gatchina station, the 
public being restricted to the byways.

im perial party drove in an open carriage to 
the train, where they were met by all the offi­ 
cers in the village.

Peterhof was lately furnished with an entire­ 
ly fresh crew and commander, as the first had 
been compromised by the discovery of sedi­ 
tious papers on board*."

Silver Ooln in the United States. 


London News, May 24. 


Take the United States of America. It Is 


an expanding country, rich, bursting with 
vigor and prosperity. The experiment of 
forcing silver Into circulation was lately tried, 
but was and remains an unequivocal failure. 
"Bland" dollars were coined out of silver, 
and the hope was that the people would ac- 
cept Indifferently sixteen of these dollars or 
one gold. But the people knew one dollar 
gold to be worth more than sixteen of silver 
and refused. There was a great deal in favor 
of the experiment; business was Increasing, 
the demand for money was therefore In- 
creasing nlso; still the people insisted on re- 
ceiving payments in the gold which was be- 
lieved inuor the greenbacks to which they 
were accustomed. Probably, also, the ques- 
tion of convenience of carriage and transfer 
—a question the advocates of sliver money 
always underestimate—came up.' At any 
rate, there stands the undoubted fact. From 
it we know what to expect. Giyeu the choice 
of metals, the American people would take 
gold into circulation whenever their in- 
creasing business required it, and would leave 
silver in the banks and treasury; and on the 
other hand, when money had to be shipped to 
Europe in payment of interest on capital and 
other indebtedness, the stocks of sllverwould 
be the only stocks available, all the gold hav- 
ing gone into circulation. The vaults of the 
bank of England would be filled with the 
white and depleted of the yellow metai. Take 
France. 
In the bank of France are many 


millions of silver, and In comparison few mil- 
lions of gold coin—the latter worn, of re- 
duced weight, and, in short, depreciated al- 
most as much as silver money. Payment, be-

ToUie Editor of the Gazettes -• • 


DEAR SIR.—You advise In your issue this 


morning a careful perusal of your Irrigation 
editorial. I have carefully read it and beg to 
say that as in a good many other arguments 
by a good many other people, your conclu- 
sions would undoubtedly be good were your 
premises correct.

Court for His Crime.

Some days ago we printed a very interest- 


ing letter from Mr. J. P. McMillan of this 
city eonceVning his being held up by robbers 
on the Alamosa stage. Mr. McMillan testified 
in the DenvericourtS! last Friday. o»d his tes- 
timony was 'reported in the Tribune yester- 
day. The Tribune says t >"H. W;. Burton, 
the supposed hlghWaymaji, who was arrested 
at Pueblo on the 39th iuitlmo, by Pat Des- 
moud,on susplclon.of being the, desperado 
who robbed the stage coach between Del 
Norteand Aiamosa on the night of the 28th, 
was arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Brazee yesterday for his preliminary 
examination.

appeared for the prosecution and . Mfessr'ss 
Stallcup and Naylor for the defense.

"The prlsbner,' having recovered from, his 


wounds, made a much better appearance than 
he did up^n the niglit of his arrival in Den- 
ver, and throughout the proceedings of ]the' 
examination malntauied a determined com--' 
posure, and did not betray ;the least concern 
for the probable result, except that he'ft* 
quentjy conferred with his attorneys for re- 
bHtting testimony while the witnesses were 
being cross-questioned, Burton havjng no wit- 
ness at all and no meana of defense.

"The first and most Important witness Was 


Mr. J. P. McMillan, a traveling, salesman for 
the wholesale grocery house of Sprague, War- 
ner & Co.,,who Was on the stage; and who 
was one of the first men robbed. He brought 
with him the hood which was placed over his 
head and the reflector which the robber used. 
Before the trial began Mr. McMillan said he 
would remember the voice If Ke ever heard it 
again. He was therefore taken secretly,into 
the presence of the prisoner and llsteiied 
while he was interrogated by General Cam- 
eron. When he retired from the room he 
laid positively that that was the yofce of the 
1' 


robber, rBeing placed in the witness chair, 
Mr. McMillan testified as.foHows:,

AN DTOUSTEIOUS HEN. 


One of Colorado's Worthy Workers, 


Mrs. Lucy L. Norton writes the Herald'the 


following interesting facts concerning an. in- 
dustrious Colorado hen: "Our hen Minnie js 
dead, and thereby 'hangs a history worthy of 
record. She was ot a brood of sixteen 
chickens that were'brought out. late in Sep- 
tember in 1873; The hen and, chickens were 
kindly donated to us by a neighbor, with 
which ;to start a stock of poultry on a ranch 
we'were just opeuinfe. One little chick was 
noticeable from having a heavy crest upon Its 
head. ' We at once adopted that as the pet of 
the brood and gave her the name of Minnie. 
From extra care the chickens survived the 
winter and grew finely. The succeeding 
spring, hi 'April, the little top knot, Minnie, 
made her nest and deposited therein nine 
eggs; hatched and raised/the chickens from 
the 
entire lot. Later 
in the 
season 


she ' 
repeated 
the 
same, 
bringing 


out . again 
nine 
.chickens. 
So 
at 


the end of the first year of Minnie's life she 
hod raided eighteen,of her own kind. Each 
siiccee'dlng year she was busy with her brood, 
proving herself a most admirable mother hen. 
Early in the season ot the fourth year we 
built a long, low coop, placed Minnie and her 
.chicks.therein, and added thereto for the next 
three or four wjeks, chickens brought out by 
other hens, until there were forty iu number; 
there being alii sizes, from the wee chick to a 
mouth old, Minnie readily adopting any that 
were put into the coop as her especial charge. 
And the'wisdom she displayed in caring for 
them was wonderful; gathering the younger 
ones under'her wings, while the larger ones 
nestled as - close around her as they could 
gather. When five year§ old Minnie was made 
to do.duty in the field among the diminutive 
grasshoppers. A portable coop was made in 
.which to confine her at night, and chiqkens of 
^ail sfzes and ages were again entrusted to her 
care and ruisiiig. From an excess of the hop- 
pers there was little need of scratching, only 
to lead the way to where the insects were 
most numerous. Each morning before being 
released 
• from the .coop, Jt was moved to 


more abundant foraging ground, where she 
was busy the entire day assisting the ranch- 
riian to rid the field of the hateful pests and 
save his crop from ravage, as well as to feed 
her family. Minnie continued her busy life 
until May, 1881, living a period of near.ly 
nine years, never falling each year to raise 
her complement of chicks, therein passing a 
life of usefulness, and faithful to kind, worthy 
of emulation."

It waj thought' that the Mexi- 
cans would exchange some Indian children 
they hold for Mr. Pugh, but it is doubtful 
whether they would give up adult prisoners.

The people that went from Carrigal 
to bury the body of the stage-driver found 
the supposed body of Thomas Key Pugh, ter- 
ribly mutilated and shot three times,,

THE MUEDEEBD EMINEEES. 


Attacked by Apaches in Ambush—Their 


Fruitless Endeavor to Escape. 


From the Weekly Now Mexican. 


Last Sunday, the 3d hist, a report was 


brought to El Paso, that the Indians had mur- 
dered five men belonging to the engineer 
corps of the Mexican, Central railroad at a 
point fifty miles below here. 


It seems that two Americans and one Mexi- 


can were-traveling south and came across the 
murdered men. 
They immediately turned 


back and came to El Paso, being afraid to 
continue their journey further. 
Upon thelr 


arrival In El Paso with the sad intelligence, a 
party, consisting of five Americans andithirty- 
live Mexican soldiers immediately started out 
to .bring 
in the bodies or give/, them a 


decent burial. Upon arriving up'oh the scene 
of the flglit they found that the murdered 
men were Charlie Grew, who lives about 
eight miles from Independence, Kansas; Lar- 
rie Fordharh, living near Boston, Moss.; Guy 
Levitt, of'Indiana; George Wallace, of Tay- 
lorvllle, 111.;'and Charlie Haines, - supposed 
to. be from some part of .Kansas. -The bodies 
were hardly recognizable, having laid .in the 
sun sbice Thursday night or Friday morning, 
and had to be buried where they lay, the Mi- 
dlers ."just digging holes beside the bodies, 
rolled them in and covered them over with 
dirt; the bodies being so, decomposed and 
torn to pieces by the wolves that they could 
not be handled. 
' 


The supposition is that the boys were driv- 


ing along In the morning—they usually break- 
Ing camp before sunrise—and being attacked 
In the rear by, the Apaches, they, whipped up 
their'mules in ovder'toget.to a certain moun- 
tain that-would afford them some protection 
when they were met by another part of the 
same band, whowere lying inambutjli waiting 
for them,to come up. As soon as they were 
within range the Indians began firing and the 
boys 'jumped from'the wagon, starting on foot 
for the mountain, and were .shot down by the 
lucUans,only one reaching the mountains, where 
he was killed and lay where lie was shot-

close together, and'Haines readied the side of

THE THREATENED OZAE. 


The Removal of the Oourt to the Palace of Feterhof. 


A special dispatch from Berlin to the Lon- 


don Times says: "My Kus'siaircorrespondent 
again favors me with the following interest- 
Ing details as to the recent removal of the 
court from Giitchina to I'eterhof. The em- 
peror, still avoiding the town as much us pos- 
sible, changed his residence 'on Thursday from 
the well guarded Castle ot Uatchina to the 
equally, well protected Palace of . Peterhof. 
The hitter, a small port at the mouth of the 
Neva,,is reached in about an Hour from Gat- 
china, by going across the connecting brandies 
of railway, so as to dispense with the journey 
to town. This, therefore, was the route tak- 
en by the czar, the empress and their court. 
The only account of this transfer of the iui-i 
porial state is given in> the tiolos, which is 
permitted to'have a privileged reporter, at the 
imperial -headquarters, for the purpose, it 
would seem, of putting matters in as rosy a 
light as possible and of allaying the fears 
entertained for the safety of the imperial par- 
ty. This arrangement for the Golos, while 
giving it a decided monopoly for the moment 
over its contemporaries' in court ceremonies, 
does not always give it just those details, in 
which readers are' most Interested,'for news- 
paper descriptions of.court affairs'must be 
eminently judicious.

The 
party was advised to turn back, but "they con- 
sidered 'themselves .able to make their trip 
and beat off marauders. 


"About; twenty miles below Lucero eleven 


head of stock were cut off by the Indians, 
leaving only nine mules. They' left Lucero 
Thursday morning, and were only about two 
hours ahead of the engineering party. Indian 
sighs were, visible, and • the .coach bowled 
along having, more the, appearance of a war 
ship than, a conveyance of traveling gentle- 
men. Those on top had their guns in posi- 
tion ready'for immediate action, while rifles 
.were held out, of 'the ;windows, and the men 
who held them iWere pn, the qul vlve for the 
signal to turn 'them loose. The little Valley 
between the mountains where the massacre 
was made was well .icnown as a bad place to 
be caught by the ambushed reds, and through 
that the coach was pulled at a rate of high 
speed, the, passengers yelling and discharging 
tholrguns.' There; is no doubt but that the 
Indians were in.the neighborhood, but, true 
to their Instincts, did not deem it wise to 
make a break for .such a party when-there 
was any show of fighting. 


It is considered that it, was this party that 


the Indians were after, and killed the five 
men merely because they came In their way. 
They knew well enough that It was a private 
coach that they were following, and are more 
anxious to tackle such an outfit than the reg- 
ular mall coaches, as In cases of that kind.
